SAME POWER. FOR. SMITH 


New York Governor to Sign Bill 
Putting Him on Par With 
Other Executive. 


Although both Governor Smith and 
the Port. of New York Authority were 
attacked, the: New Jersey legislators 
at Trenton nevertheless ‘adopted the 
view of the Fort Authority and. Gov- 
ernor Smith - yesterday and repealed 
tke Simpson act,’ passed last “week 
and signed by Governor Moore, which 
would have given the. New . Jersey 
State House. Commission veto. power 


over the Authority’s bridge contracts. 

Prior to putting through the repealer, 
however, the Trenton lawmakers 
passed a bill, giving. Governor. Moore 
alone the veto power. Action of this 
sort is provided for..in the compact 
between New ‘or and Néw. Jersey —*

to the bill--#s8ed last“week was that 
it violated the treaty by giving - the 
‘power to'the State House Commission. 
There is before Governor Smith: a 
measure very similar to that passed: in 
New Jersey, giving, him .power to veto 
the acts of members of the Authority 
from this State. He indicated last 
night that he would sign it, and’ thus 
be .on, a par. with the New. Jersey 
Governor in power over the Port. Au- 
thority. But the Governor, who was 
at Albany, would make little’ comment 
on the turn; of affairs.in Trenton. He 
said the new measure was_within the 
limits ofthe treaty, anyway,.and re- 
iterated that the other bili was. not. 
He indicated he would make a. formal 
statement on the question today. 


Altercations Foreseen Now. 


The net result of the controversy, 
which threatened to raise a prolonged 
row between the two States, is that 
the Port Authority, though not mate- 


Tially delayed in its work, will proceed 
now with the utmost caution in pre- 
paring its bridge contracts and that 
altercations over them. are exceeding 
likely to occur. Heretofore the Port 
Authority has had very. clear sailing, 
but henceforth, it is. anticipated, its 
every act will be scrutinized, probably 
with. suspicion. 

Some members of the Port Authorit 
regard with apprehension the confi- 
dential advices from ‘Trenton, which 
said. that _ before, the measure which 
was passed yesterday was introduced 
Governor Moore ‘tacitly agreed that be- 
fore he exercised his'new. veto power 
he would consult with members of, the 
State House Commission, thus practi- 
cally accomplishing the purpose sought 
in the original Simpson act. The two 
other members of the State House 
Commission are-Republicans, while. the 
‘Governor is a Democrat. The Port 
Authority fears that if the reports are 
true*it may be subjected to more or 
less continuous interference in prepar- 
ing its bridge plans. 

Governor Moore signed the new bill 
last evening. He also signed the re- 
pealer of the old Simpson bill. He ap- 
peared quite pleased with the outcome. 
He said earlier in the day, however: 

“Governor Smith’s case has 
damaged by’ the headlines in ‘the New 
York newspapers ‘declaring he had 
whipped the New Jersey legislators 
into line. Many of our Senators resent 
this impression.”’

DETROIT, April '1.—Henry Ford was 
taken. from. the hospital to his home 
in Dearborn last night, every effort 
being made’to keep the removal secret, 
and this morning ‘his ‘representatives 
and his private, detectives announced 
that investigation of the theory that 
his injuries’ had’ been the result of a 
deliberate plot had: been abandoned. 
Tonight it was said Mr. Ford’s condi- 
tion continued to: show improvement 
and that’ all ‘he now required was com- 
plete rest. 

The return of the automobile maker 
to ‘his home’ was accomplished with 
the same suddenness and the same 
effort..to.avoid publicity: that charac- 
terized his. admission Ao,.the Henry 
Ford Hospital last “Tuesday. He was 
in the hospital twenty-four hours be- 
fore his agents issued a ‘statement re- 
porting that at 8:30 o’ clock’ on Sunday 
night “he had been pain filly injured 
near his hone, The ty written state- 
ment then issued by : William J. Cam- 
eron, ‘¢ditor of The Dearborn Inde-, 
pendent, said two ‘tHien in’ a larger car: 
had come up behind Mr. Ford, who 
was driving alone: ‘ina coupé, and hag 
driven him ‘off the road. The 
and its ‘occupant ‘tumbled ‘down 4 fit- 
teen-foot® embankment. ~— 

At 6 o’clock tonight a bulletin on 
Mr. Foftd’s condition was issued at the 
hospital, the information having’ been 
rélayed from Mr. Ford’ 1 * e. It read: 

“There will be -no further - medical 
pens on Mr. Ford’s condition... .He 

>a normal recovéry. If there 
is any change in his condition the pub- 
lic will . be. informed... + ..; °

Two Ambulances Used as Ruse. 


Mr. Ford’s unheralded return to his 
home was accomplished at 8 o'clock 


last night. At that hour, and through 
the night and morning, newspaper 
men seeking information on the pa- 
tient’s condition were either informed 
that he was doing well or that “no one 
in’ authority” was available. at the 
hospital to give out information. 

Two ambulances were employed to 
get Mr. Ford. to his home, one being 
used as a blind to divert attention 
from the ambulance containing Mr. 
Ford. Four motorcycle policemen es- 
corted the ambulances to the ‘gates of 
Mr. EKard’s, estate, twelve miles from 
this city. 

The motor magnate suffered no’ in- 
convenience -as the. result, of the trip, 
and upon reaching his home was car- 
ried on a stretcher. to nis room. Dr. 
R. B:, McClure, senior surgeon; at the 
Henry Ford Hospital, who has been 
attending Mr. Ford, "made the trip in 
the ambulance with the patient. . 

“Mr. -Ford insisted on going home,” 
said Mr. Cameron ‘today, ‘‘and when 
he makes up his mind he usually gets 
what he wants. He did not tell any 
of us. about it, but just’ decided that 
if all he needed was complete, rest. he 
could best get it in his own home. 

“He has been very impatient all the 
time in the hospital—impatient. because 
of the interruption to his work. Al 
of his life he has been well and active, 
and the enforced inactivity was not at 
all to his liking. 


X-Ray Shows No Internal Hurts. 


“All he has to do now is.to lie on 
his back until the bruises he sustained 
are healed and ‘until his back, which 
is still véry. painful, gets better.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Chiefly on 
account of press dispatches from 
Shanghai indicating dissatisfaction 
among Americans there with the atti- 
tude of the United States Government} 
in the present emergency, and to com~Tf 
ply with requests,from newspaper rep- 
resentatives here for an explanation of 
the Government’s’ policy, Secretary 
Kellogg issued a formal statement this 
evening defining the purposes of the 
Government. 

In parts of China where Americans 
cannot be proteate@ they have been 
advised to withdraw to safety zones; 
necessary steps to protect American 
lives and property have been taken; 
all armed forces. of mari and blue- 
jackets desiréd by Adimifal C. 8. Wil- 
liams, Commander-in-Chief of the Asi- 
atic Fleet, haye been. supplied, and 
American diplomatic and military rep- 
resentatives are cooperating fully with 
other foreign representatives when 
faced: with a joint problem.» That is 
th American policy, subject to change 
that circumstances may, determine.

Consider. Demands on. athe Cantonese. 


At the same time consideration is 
being given to the character of de- 
mands that will be made by this. Gov- 
ernment on the commanders of the vic- 
torious Cantonese or Nationalist troops 
which now hold the native city of 
Shanghai and practically = of South- 


eastern China. 


Whether the United States will be a 
party to any joint international de- 
mands on the Cantonese has not been 
determined, but it was stressed today 
that whatever course this Government 
pursues it will reserve complete liberty 
of action. In ‘other words, while the 
United States may act practically in 
union with other nations, it will make 
clear that it reserves ‘the right to take 
any independent course which ‘may 
appeal to it as wise. 

Coincident. with the new declaration 
of Government policy,: announcement 
was made that 1,500 additional marines 
were to be concentrated at San Diego, 
Cal., to be held there for any emer- 
gency requiring their presence in 
na. « 

This makes three contingents of 
1,500 marines each called to duty in 
connection with the Chinese crisis.

River Gunboats May Be Useless. 


A year ago the United States Con- 
gress authorized the construction 
of six shallow draft gunboats for 
operation on the Upper Yangtse 
above the gorges, three of which are 
now under construction at Shanghai. 
Construction has not been ordered 
ceased, but obviously if the present 
evacuation is permanent the gun- 
boats will not be needed.

Report Chang Kai-shek Ousted. 


Chinese circles report that Chang 
Kai-shek has been dismissed as 
Commander-in-Chief of the National- 
ist forces. While the report may be 
premature, even incorrect, it indi- 
cates the popular realization of the 
hostility existing between the Han- 
kow faction and the Commander-in- 
Chief. The latter has now three bat- 
tle fronts, so to speak: one against 
the Northern war lords; a second 
against the foreigners at Shanghai, 
whom he must expel to retain his 
prestige, and the third against the 
Borodin group. 
His difficulties seem insurmount- 
able. His headquarters here are 
protected by machine guns. His 
motor car is accompanied by a body 
guard, revolvers in hand. Men with 
Mausers strapped to their right 
arms accompany him afoot when he 
crosses the yard from his residence 
to his office. 
Any foreigner can witness this 
situation by walking a hundred 
yards outside the French barbed 
wire to the Chinese local foreign of- 
fice across Siccawei Creek from the 
concession. 
Nevertheless, despite this exhibition 
the General, with his newly ap- 
pointed Foreign Commissioner Kuo 
Tai-chi acting as interpreter, told 
the American, British and Japanese

‘The board declared 
that because of the physician’s ser- 
vices both to Chinese soldiers and 
civilians he probably could remain 
safely. 
Dr. Birney’s cable was as follows: 
“Arrived yesterday Shanghai. Nan- 
king disaster very serious. Nine 
housés have been totally destroyed by 
fire. All others wrecked, including 
most institutes. Seven foreigners 
killed, committed by Southern soldiers. 
All missionaries have left the Shanghai 
area and have arrived safely and well 
in Shanghai. 
“Dr, Robert Brown of Wuhu has de- 
cided to remain. There are foreigners 
there. They are thought to be safe. 
Inform families. Many missionaries 
had better return home. We will wire 
names as soon as possible.

URGES JAPAN’S RULE 
TO PACIFY CHINESE 


F. W. Kellogg, Publisher, Re- 
turns From Tour With Warning 
of Bolshevist Menace. 


Arriving yesterday on the Cunard 
liner Berengaria after a trip around 
the world, Frederick W. Kellogg. 
owner of newspapers in Southern Cali- 


fornia, said that he had spent several 
weeks in China and had found condi- 
tions chaotic there. He said that it 
was the opinion of nearly everybody 
he questioned that the United States 
and the other powers should call back 
the Japanese and allow them to take 
charge of China. He said that it was 
now considered a mistake to have ex- 
erted pressure to make the Japanese 
withdraw. 

“The question in the Orient now is 
one of liberal government versus Bol- 
pe he said. “Either China will 
‘become Russianized and Bolshevized 
or she will be compelled to observe 
the rights of the other countries which 
she invited to come there. Japan is 
a thoroughly modern country. Educa- 
tion is universal, whereas in China 
only 3 per cent. of the people are edu- 
cated. She is right at ina’s door. 
Furthermore, she is herself an Ori- 
ental country and for that reason can 
understand the Chinese people better 
than we Westerners can, and as 4 re- 
sult is in a better position to handle 








them."’ 
Mr. Kellogg said that one of the 
most erroneous impressions about 


China was the idea that the Western 
powers have been taking something 
from her. 
‘Instead of that they have given her 
something,’’ he said. ‘‘Take the City 
of Hongkong, for example. The Brit- 
ish did not take Hongkong from China. 
Instead: they made Hongkong on a 
place which was formerly desolate and 
barren, and now 500,000 Chinese, well 
governed, orderly and contented, are 
living there.

SEES ECONOMIES POSSIBLE 





Report Points to Overdevelopment 
' ‘and Tremendous Competition 
Under Present Conditions. 





A comprehensive though compact re- 
port on a study of the conditions in 
the coal industry which have-led to 
the present bituminous strike was 
made public yesterday by. the Depart- 
ment of Research and Education of 
the Federal Council: of Churches of 
Christ in America and will be -pub- 
lished today, in the Council’s publi- 
cation. ; — 


The report, recognizing that condi- 
tions are “so complex as to. make 
positive conclusions exceedingly dif- 
ficult,” and that the situation pre- 
sents ‘“‘stubborn economic facts,” sug- 
gests that a way to an eventual solu- 
tion may -be found in the example set 
by the railroads. 

“In the railroad industry,”’ the re- 
port says, “it is being demonstrated 
that unions and management can ef- 
fect great economies by a cooperation 
which calls for new attitudes and new 
methods on both sides. The emphasis 
on the elimination of waste, remodel- 
ing technical procedure, improvements 
of facilities, and stabilization of em- 
ployment has proved to be ‘good busi- 
ness’ for all concerned. 

“Those who inaugurated the move- 
ment which brought these results in 
the railway industry had sufficient 
wit to set the men and management 
to thinking about something other 
than grievances. Every incentive is 
present for the men and management 
in the union fields (of the coal indus- 
try) to work along similar lines. The 
principles on which the movement in 
the railway industry is founded open 
up a vista of unlimited possibilities.” 


Finds Industry Over-developed. 


The report mentions that the bitumi- 
nous industry is over-developed and 
that if all the mines were to produce 
Steadily they would yield hundreds of 
millions more tons of coal than the 
public could utilize. There is also a 
wide margin of costs of production in 
the individual mines, the report says. 
It estimates there are 200,000 too many 
men in the industry. The report goes 
into some detail as to the relative un- 
successful efforts to eliminate high- 
cost mines. 


“In a greatly over-developed indus- 
try, she units or which have widely 
varying costs, competition is bound to 
be strenuous,” it remarks. ‘The in- 
vestors in each mine prefer to get 
something on their investment rather 
than nothing. The force of this motive 
is frequently so,.strong-that the mines 
are kept running at a loss over a con- 
siderable period of time, rather than 
shut them down and entail a greater 
loss. ‘Thus high cost mines are not 
s0 easily eliminated as one might ex- 
pect. If minimum wage scales are not 
enforced in such mines, they can easily 
become the ‘sweat-shops’ of the in- 
dustry. 

“Nor is this severe tendency limited 
to the'industry itself,’’ the report says. 

“The desire of the public to obtain 
its coal at the lowest possible - price, 
regardless of the conditions under 
which the miners work and of the 
waste of resources incideht to com- 
petition, has been largely responsible 
for the neglect to formulate and ap- 
ply a wiser policy. The business com- 
munity regards low wages,’ unfavor- 
able working conditions, overdevelop- 
ment of mining and waste of resources 
as incidental, if they occur because 
of the necessity of meeting competi- 
tion. As a result, the competitive pace 
is set by those who are most unscru- 
pulous or most hard pressed to make 
earnings on their investment. The 
natural result’: is waste of ‘resources 
and strife between employers and em- 
ployes over the division of earnings,

“In response to the challenge of the 
union operators to:.offer something 
more. - constructive,” the report con- 
tinues, “the union has submitted a 
plan for ‘cooperation on an intelligent 
basis.’’ The plan involves the retention 
of the present wage scale for two 
years.” 

The report deals tolerantly with the 
operators setting aside the Jackson- 
ville agreement because many oper- 
ators. were faced. with the —— 
of closing their mines or rating a 


non-union business if: they d not set 
it aside. 

“The shift in production which has 
given the non-union fiélds the lead 
serves as the occasion for the recom- 
mendation of thé union operators that 
the union agree to a wage scale based 
upon whatever wage the non-union 
operators can establish,’ the report 
says. ‘In the past the outcome of com- 
pelling employes to accept wages and 
working conditions imposed upon them 
by the most unscrupulous employers 
has been a.revolt by the.employes and 
inconvenience to the public. The prec- 
edent is probably significant. 


Sees Difficulty of Control. 


“It is difficult to see how the oper- 
ators and miners can set up any con- 
trol of overdevelopment,” the report 
declares in.a summary of the situa- 
tion. “Those who own coal resources 
have a legal right to exploit them 
whenever they wish, even though that 
results in waste of resources, Con- 
servation of coal resources has not as 
yet become a matter of public policy. 


“If collective cooperation were ex- 
tended throughout the :ndustry over- 
development would still introduce an 
uncertain factor into whatever ar- 
ran; ents the operators and miners 
might make (1) to produce coal more 
in accordance with neea (2, to exploit 
the resources most economically and (3) 
to pay fair wages ani a fair return on 
investment. Those who own unex- 
ploited coal resources could open new 
mines and change the whole competi- 
tive situation.”

More Than 400 Prepare for 
Campaign for Endowment 
to Raise Standards. 





ADEE HEADS COMMITTEES 





P. Day Saye All Graduates 
Throughout World Will Be 
Asked to Contribute. 





More than 400 Yale men gathered at 

a dinner’at the Hotel Roosevelt last 
sight and planned the drive by which 
it is hoped this city and its environs 
will contribute its full ‘share of the 
proposed $20,000,000 endowment fund’ 
for the university, $6,000,000 of which 
has been subscribed. 


The drive for the endowment fund 
will start on April.20 and it is planned 
to marshal the entire strength of all 
graduates of Yale in the metropolitan 
district. George T. Adee, 95, is to be 
General Chairman of the organization 
here. He will have forty-eight asso- 
ciate Chairmen in New York, fifty 
local Chairmen on Long “Island, in 
Westchester» and. Rockland Counties 
and in New Jersey and Connecticut. 
There will be about eight hundred ac- 
tive workers in the drive, among them 
many Yale graduates prominent in 
business and professions. 

Mr. Adee-presided at the dinner, 
which began with a Yale cheer’*and 
ended with a louder one. The general 
plan of the drive and its purposes 
were. explained by Mr. Adee, Dean 
Clarence..W.. Mendell of Yale and 
George Parmly Day, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee for the cam- 
paign, 

Seek Pledges for Five Years. 

Mr. Day stressed the fact that the 
aim is to reach as many of the Yale 
nftn as possible and get from them 
pledges for & period of five years. He 
said there was no desire’ that the men 
should ‘give till it hurt,” but the idea 
was that they should give all that 
would help. There would be, ‘he said, 
no “knock down and drag out’ cam- 
paign, but the sum to be raised would 
not be obtained through the mere giv- 
ing of perfunctory gifts. 

.“There are,"" he said, “two notable 
features in this campaign. One is its 
extent and the other is its purpose. 
Its extent is international, for while 
this New York unit of 7,500 men is a 
small army in itself, and the largest of 
all the campaign units, there are more 
than 30,000 living Yale men and they 
are to be found in every State and 
possession of the United States and 
in sixty-six foreign countries. We ex- 
ee to reach eVery man wherever 

e is. 

“The other feature is that not one 
cent of the fund that is to be raised 
will go for building construction. The 
entire $20,000,000 is to promote distinc- 
tion in teaching and in study at Yale.’’ 

Dean Mendell said that the goal is 
a finer and not a bigger Yale. He 
said that the opportunity just ahead of 
the university has no parallel in the 
history of Yale. He quoted President 
Angell as saying of the campaign: 

“Should Yale fail to secure these 
added resources, frankly it could not 
hope to hold its place in the van of 
great.universities. It would inevitably 
and justly sink to a secondary position, 
with honor and respect for its ancient 
accomplishments, but no longer among 
the unchallenged leaders.”’ 


Pian to Increase Salaries. 


Dean Mendell also explained that it 
should be made clear to all that the 
endowment fund is needed to increase 
professors’ salaries, to provide for 
Faculty promotions, to augment the 
teaching staff wherever it may be nec- 
essary and otherwise to improve Yale's 
educational standards and make them 
the best in the country. ; 

Mr. Day told of a man with an in- 


come of $10,000 a year who hadft 


pledged $500 a year for five years. He 
expressed the hope that the loyalty of 
Yale men would be reflected in the 
unanimity with which the graduates 
would pledge what they thought they 
could afford.

Suit Is Adjourned to Next Week, |” 
When Sapiro Will Resume on Fa 


Witness Stand.

DETROIT, April 1.—Senator, James 
A. Reed of Missouri, chief counsel for 
Henry Fordin the Sapiro-Ford libel 
suit, continued today to peg away at 
Aaron Sapiro’s fees and work in tthe 
organization of farmers’ coopératives. 
Although the G¢ro#s-.examination has | 
been under way four days, the Senator 
showed no signs of weakening when 
the week-end adjournment was taken: 
It appears certain that Mr. Sapiro will 
be on the stand for the better part of 
next week. 

The Ford attorney took. the plaintiff 
up and down the country in his cross- 
examination and qu +him on co- 
Operatives organized in a score of 
States. Twice during the day, by way of 
variation, the examiner read speeches 
which the plaintiff nad delivered. One 
of them traced \the rise .of..the-raisin 
from a commodity.séen. only at Christ- 
mas time to its preset of distinc- 
tion among The birth of 
raisin pie and —— bread and the 
effort to captivate the raisin appetite 
of the Chinese and the Japanese were 
touched upon. 

It was developed that Mr. Sapiro 
represented thirteen..cooperatives. be- 
fore the War Finance ration in 
1921 and collected fees from ten cf 
them totaling almost: $20,000. 


Many Tilts in Examination. 


There were many tilts between the 
witness and Senator Reed owing to 
the Senator’s contention that.Mr, Sa- 
piro was “constantly haggling over 
the questions and drawing fine dis- 


tinctions.” 

One of the exchanges came when the 
examination was being directed on the 
organization of the Texas Farm Bu- 
reau Cotton Growers’ Association in 
1920.

land Irishman, by sheer courage in 
Madison Square Garden last night be+ 
fore about 15,000 persons. The blud- 
geoning Spaniard took a terrific lacing 
in ten rounds and yet bored in with 
enough courage and: enough strength 
to get the vote of the referee and one 
of the judges. 

Judge Joe Brennan and Referee 
Arthur Donovan voted for Paulino. 
Judge Charles F. Mathison voted for 
Heeney. Thousands of spectators 
roared their appréval of the verdict 
and seemingly as many roared back 
their disapproval. 

Paulino. weighed 199 pounds and 
Heeney 193%. Patsy Haley was the 
knockdown referee at the bell and 


Arthur Donovan was the third man 
in the ring. The net receipts were 


$46,809. 

Paulino got a long start toward the 
eventual verdict when he scored his 
clean knockdown in the first round. 
The .Basque’s axelike left cut down 
Heeney. In later rounds Heeney 
fought as fierce a battle as Paulino 
could handle. The Basque did no hand- 
springs, as after the Hansen bout, 
when he left the ring last night. 


Paulino Finishes Strongly. 


To top off his great start, Paulino 
added a great finish. Head down, he 
swung his arms like clubs. Heeney 
had the courage to stay with him and 
slug back. Paulino had no more cour- 


age than the man from “down under,” 
but he had greater strength. 

In between times Heeney piled u 
lead from the third to e eighth 
rounds that seemed insurmountable. 
Paulino’s only effective weapon was 
his left. He slammed it to Heeney’s 
head and body again and again, and 
missed. with it again and again. With 
his right he did nothing until Heeney 
would lay his head on the Basque’s 
shoulder, and then both left and right 
worked together. 

The bout opened with a rush. Pau- 
lino swung his mighty left to Heeney’s 
jaw; scoring a clean knockdown. The 

Irishman was up before a count could 
be started and weathered the rest of 
the round. In his corner he did not 
appear groggy. He came out for the 
second, grim visaged and determined 
looking. 

Heeney hammered away at Paulino 
in the second round and kept out of 
harm’s way himself. Paulino smiled at 
all his blows. In the third, however, 
the smile left when Heeney landed a 


right to the head that 
put Pauls we Sack and raiséd a lump 
under his eye. Heeney followed with 


a punishing series of lefts and rights. 
It was Heeney’s round by a big mar- 


gin. 

In the fourth Heeney made the fight 
a slugging match, but the blows he 
took were not nearly as heavy as the 
ones he landed.

FIRST BATTLE IN JUNE 





Will Risk Title Once, Probably in 
July-—McTigue, Loughran and 
Slattery Likely Rivals.

Jack Delaney, light heavyweight 
champion, ‘was, signed yesterday by 
Promoter Tex Rickard for three con- 
tests, one of which will. be in defer- 
of his title. This was the upshot of 
Rickard’s protracted. conference with 
Pete Reilly, manager of the titleholder, 

on Thursday. 

The first bout in which Delaney will 
appear will be in June, either June 6 
or June 13, with the latter being the 
most likely choice. The opponents have. 
not been selected yet, but the contract 
provides that Delaney shall meet any 
heavyweight selected by the promoter 
in addition to a light heavyweight 
rival. 

Reilly declared yesterday that Dr. W. 
G. Fralick, under whose care Delaney 
has been since ‘a slight —— on 
his left thumb, said Delaney would be

for a complete rest before starting 
active ——— in Bridgeport, Conn.,

This brought the suggestion that 
Slattery might be matched with Mc- 
Tigue, the winner to meet Delaney. 
Rickard expressed himself willing to 
put Slattery on the card May 19 in 
Madison Square Garden when Jack 
Sharkey and Jim Maloney meet in 
Rickard’s heavyweight elimination 
series. 

Rickard, who hailed Slattery as the 
“champion of the world’’ when the 
youthful Buffalo boxer first appeared 
on the scene several years ago, still 
has the utmost faith in him and pre- 
dicts a great future if he ns his 
confidence. The suggestion that Slat- 
tery appear on the May 19 card indi-

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HOPEFUL ABOUT MEXICO. 

Recent reports .from . Washington 
that our Government has come ‘to a 
full understanding with the Mexican 
have not yet been _confirmed, but are 
at least plausible. They go well with 
a situation that is visibly altered in 
both countries. The period of threats 
and defiances has seemingly passed. 
Furthermore, in regard to one matter 
the two Governments are working to- 
gether, This is the case of the forged 
diplomatic documents which for a 
time intensified. friction: and were a 
menace to good relations. The fact 
of the forgery appeats to be unques- 
tioned, but where the guilt of it lies 
is not yet determined... This is what 
both the State Department and the 
Mexican Foreign: Office are trying to 
find out. Before making. anything 
public, they seem to desire to..make 
it clear: that some malicious and un- 
scrupulous outsider sought to do mis- 
chief. It may not be possible to 
detect him, or his group, yet in the 
very act of eliminating this temporary 
cause of fll feeling and cooperating in 
an endeavor to run down the incen- 
diary the two Governments cannot 
fail to get updn a more friendly 
footing. 

This indication of a better spirit, 
and of at least an attempt to settle 
amicably the differences » between 
Mexico and the United States, is borne 
out by all-that ‘comes from Washing- 
ton and from. Mexico.City.itself.. It 
is borne ‘out even by the diplomatic 
silence in. those.two capitals. When 
nothing is ‘publicly’ said, ‘something 
may be privately,.done.. It is more 
than hinted that strofig business ‘in- 
terests in‘ both:.countries are «seeking 
an adjustment to the advantage of 
both. It cannot*be too many times 
repeated that’ two neighbors such as 
this country, /and..“ Mexico, or the 
United States and-Canada, are certain 
to find their best account in the freest 
possible exchange of ideas and prod- 
ucts. Profit for either lies in the 
maintenance of friendly business re- 
lations. That these may be estab- 
lished and even strengthened with 
Mexico there is every reason to be- 
lieve, provided a policy of wisdom and 
compromise, with arbitration as a last 
resort, is followed. Besides the: usual 
and obvious motives which the Wash- 
ington Government has to follow it, 
there is just now the pressure of other 
and graver foreign anxieties.

THE PRESS AND CRIME. 

Among the obscure “ social” causes 
of crime, publication of detailed ac- 
counts of crimes and.criminal trials 
has_a place. How large is even more 
doubtful than much else in the 
“science” of criminology. Informa- 
tion’ to disprove or’ shed a light on 
the theory would be welcomed by 
nobody more than by responsible 
newspapers. ~ The report of a’ sub- 
commission of the Crime Commission 
on “The Relation of the Daily Press 
“to Crime and the Administration of 
“Justice” gives an intolerable degree 
of supposition to a half-pennyworth 
of fact. ’ This is not the subcommission’s 
fault. There are few “facts” avail- 
able. Mainly we have opinions, 
guesses,- founded on opinions and 
guesses. A small subway poll reveals 
a bias’ on the part of readers of a 
tabloid in the case of the Halls-Mills 
trial. ~ 

Readers of more careful and accurate 
newspapers were not so affected. The 
acquired bias would merely make the 
biased readers ineligible on a jury, if 
the crime had been committed in New 
York and they had been asked to 
serve. If some newspapers give a 
“slant” to criminal news, is that 
justification for the broad postulate 
that “it is unquestionably a public 
“menace for newspapers to present 
“the details which they now print 
“regarding the crime”? ‘The indict- 
ment which might lie. against some is 
directed at all. Lynchings have de- 
creased, though the newspapers print 
accounts of them. 

We can’t get beyond & priori in this 
matter. If there are persons who 
make “heroes’”’ out of criminals. and 
desire to emulate them in the hours 
of notoriety between the dock and the 
State prison or electric chair, such 
persons are irreclaimable. The real 
“ suggestion ” “comes from within. 
There is'a small majority of the 
Judges and other officials consulted 
against ‘the theory that crime news, 
or rather the method used by some 
joutnals and papers in getting and 
presenting it, counts as a factor in 
crime. Here again, whether we ac- 
cept or reject the preponderant: opin 
ion;it is:only an opinion. If*news- 
papers. haye printed. photographs. of 
detectives, it was because the’ detéc- 
tivés ‘wanted their ‘pictures in the 
paper." The notion that the detec- 
tive is an unfathomable and unrecog- 
nizaple person, always masked. from 
the eriminal AL the fated hour of de- 
tection, is comic.

The American Federation ‘of Labor 
has its own substantial and legitimate 
interests to conserve. On its side the 
struggle is in large measure defensive. 
The Communist leadership has never 
made a secret of its intention to cap- 
ture, and to undermine where it can- 
not capture, the labor unions. . Sev- 
eral of the big needleworkers’ unions 
have met the. Communist attack and 
crushed. it;. notably the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers. Less fortunate has 
been the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers, which waged a dfsas- 
trous six months’ ‘strike last year un- 
der Comareunist leadership . and which 


munist ‘influence, but not without be- 
ing reduced for years to an impover- 
ished and weakened condition. It has 
been one of the tragic aspects of the 


situation that large groups of workers |. 


haye seemingly been persuaded or 
coerced into sacrificing their interests 
to the Communist ideal. Although the 
fur workers were led by their Com- 
munist leaders last year into a seven- 
teen weeks’ strike which ended in 
defeat, it is. to be expected that a 
considerable number will hold out, at 
least for some time, against the A. F. 
of L. reorganization. At present the 
Federation claims 4,000 out of a total 
of 12,000 fur workers. 

Ultimately. there would seem to. be 
little doubt that the return to legiti- 
mate trade’ unionism will be accom- 
plished. But in the process a good 
deal of violence is to be expected, 
unless the police do their duty. 
Strong-arm methods have eaten deep 
into the factional union wars. Profes- 
sional sluggers and even “killers” 
have exercised terrorism sometimes 
over their own employers. Workers 
have been assaulted in their homes 
and in the streets. The process of 
liquidation in the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers has been marked by 
guerrilla warfare, The same thing will 
doubtless occur in the case of the fur 
workers—the sacred band of local com- 
munism—if the police authorities fail 
to live up to the full measure of their 
duty in preserving public order and 
giving complete protection to workers, 
no matter of what affiliation. If the 
element of terrorism is eliminated, we 
may trust to the good sense of the 
workers themselves to determine with 
which organization and leadership 
their best interests lie.

REFORM IN OUTDOOR ADVER- 
TISING. 

It was with the automobile coming 
into general use that there arose a 
demand for reform in outdoor adver- 
tising. Time was when almost every 
barn had its painted sign, often an 
atrocious daub, extolling the merits of 
pain-killers, soothing syrups, tonics 
and dried codfish. Yet people who 
drove in the slow, lazy, old-fashioned 
way got used to a disfigurement of 
the countryside in which there was 
an element of humor. Then came the 
era of billboards set up in meadows 
along the railway and occasionally on 
the top of a rise in the carriage road. 
But they did not become. an eyesore 
until almost. everybody traveled far 
and wide in automobiles. Then it paid 
to multiply the billboards and to make 
them extravagantly pictorial.’ : But 
Americans -had begun to~see their 
country first, and billboard advertising 
grew to be an intolerable offense. The 
most attractive views were spoiled by 
advertising everything worn, used, 
consumed and taken medicinally. Tour- 
ists: rebelled, civic associations pro- 
tested, and at last the demand for 

conserving scenery had to be heeded. 

Advertising agencies realize that it 
is to their advantage to put up only 
artistic and informative signs in the 
right places and to respect the sus- 
ceptibilities of ‘tourists. One of them, 
a large Western association of adver- 
tisers, has set up standards of prac- 
tice that promise wefl. Signs on rocks, 
posts, trees and fences are forbidden. 
“Purely residential” streets are not 
to be invaded. Property used must be 
either owned or leased, And particu- 
larly there ts to be no billboard ad- 
vertising that interferes with the sight 
of natural scenery. These rules are 
to be in effect for a five-year period. 
Furthermore, there is to be art in 
advertising. It is the purpose of the 
Outdoor Advertising Association of 
America to support chambers of com- 
merce in constructive work to remove 
objectionable signs and billboards, All 
this will be good business. The asso- 
ciation says that its program will be 
@ contribution “to greater efficiency 
“tn the merchandising of American 
* products.” : 

Good resolutions will not be enough. 
Advertisers must live up to them. 
‘The season for motoring from coast 
to coast is about to begin. The de- 
mand for restricted and artistic road- 
side advertising is universal.

What Lies for American . pros-

by. deduction... Where there is so much 
American well-being it is not Mlogical 
to conclude that’ everything we have 
and do contributes its bit. Nothing 
succeeds like success, 

. Nevertheless, we may be. grateful to 
the Industrial Commission for not 
overlooking one or two things which 
seem to have escaped the attention of 
earlier. students of American pros- 
perity. One is the United States and 
the other is the American people.. The 
commission speaks of our vast natural 
resources and our huge domestic mar- 
ket. These things are usually men- 
tioned in the elementary textbooks, 
but are often overlooked by. experts 
on the lookout for ‘such complex things 
as mass. production, industrial rela- 
tions and tariffs. 

Three million square miles of terri- 
tory crammed with water power, coal, 
oil, copper, wheat, corn and cotton are, 
on the whole, likely to promote pros- 
perity as compared with Britain’s lim- 
ited natural resources. Forty inhabi- 
tants for every square mile endowed 
with such natural resources are, on 
the whole, likely to be better off than 
Great Britain’s 500 inhabitants to the 
square mile of poorer land. And a pop- 
ulation of 120,000,000 is necessarily a 
larger home market than a population 
of 45,000,000. Such things ought to be 
mentioned even if they do somewhat 
modify American complacency.

There are many legitimate - welfare 
associations in this city which are 
somewhat handicapped by lack of 
adequate support. They deserve the 
help of the public,::The money giver 
to fraudulent or inefficiently managed 
concerns ‘should go to the honest and 
well-managed: charities, and would be 
given to.them if people. would avail 
themselves ‘of ‘the service offered by 
the bureau. - A record of: 1,500 chari- 
ties on file insures the donor against 
misuse of his gift. 

It has been. pointed out that gifts to 
charity made with the same care as 
business investments, will yield a high 
rate of interest in dollars to the com- 
munity and in service to the, needy. 
Expert, advice in both fields is desir- 
able. For wise giving, whether it be 
a. large bequest to an institution or 
temporary help for a street beggar, 
the bureau is able and willing to assist 
the. giver.

He agreed to help Abbett and 
increased his own power by swinging 
the New Jersey delegation to the Na- 
tional Democratic ° 
Hill to Cleveland at the behest of Wil- 
liam C. Whitney. Soon after he for- 
sook Abbett and went after the Sena- 
torial nomination himself, winning the 
votes of the Legislature in a stormy 
session. 

In the Senate, Smith became known 
for his handling of the Wilson Tariff 
bill with Senators Brice and Gorman. 
After leaving the Senate in 1899 he 
directed the Democratic strategy in 
New Jersey, and in 1904 he became 
President of the Federal Trust Com- 
pany. He had other important corpo- 
ration interests, and in 1903 he was 
made receiver: of the United States 
Shipbuilding Corporation, his work in 
that capacity leading to a suit by him 
against Charles M, Schwab for $200,000 
for services in settling the corpora- 
tion’s affairs. When the mutualization 
of the Prudential Life Insurance Com- 
pany was decided on, Mr. Smith was 
named one of the three appraisers to 
fix the value of the company’s stock 
at which it was surrendered to the pol- 
icy holders.

Smith fought Woodrow Wilson at 
every turn, and in 1911, when New 
Jersey had an overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic Legislature, he made a desperate 
effort to return to the United States 
Senate.

WILL BEA CIVILIAN HEAD 


‘Won't. Visit..Crime ..Scenes_ or 
Aid Inquiries Actively, but Will 
Hold Officers Responsible. 


RAIDS ON CLUBS UNLIKELY 


McLaughlin to Confer With Him on 
Monday—Will Make No Shifts 
Without Successor’s Advice. 


Although Joseph A. Warren, who 
will succeed George V. McLaughlin as 
“Police Commissioner on April 12, has 
pledged himself to follow Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin’s policies in the administra- 
tion of the Police Department, he does 
not intend to follow all his methods. 
This was learned yesterday from 
friends of Mr. Warren. who have 
talked with him and learned some of 
the things he has in mind to do when 
he assumes his new office. 


Mr. Warren, it was. said, intends to| 


be y @ civilian head of the 
police force and will not attempt to 
usurp what he regards.as the func- 
tion of the supervisory officers of the 
uniformed force.- It was learned that 
= does not intend to go to the scenes 

of striking ‘crimes, as did Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, or to take direct part in in- 
vestigations of these crimes by detec- 
tives. Neither does ‘he intend to make 
unexpected visits at police stations 
or to Police Headquarters, but will 
hold each officer responsible for the 
conduct of the policemen or detectives 
under him. 

Discipline to Remain Strong. 


At the same time, Mr. Warren "does 
not intend to permit any loosening of 
the spirit or zeal and discipline which 
Mr. McLaughlin has infused into the 
department. He believes that a main 
factor of the success of Mr. McLaugh- 
lin in administering the department 
has been the belief of every member 
of the force that the Commissioner 
Was not susceptible to outside influ- 
ence and intends to conduct the office 
so that the force will continuc-to be- 
lieve this. Mr. Warren also believes 
that he should back up every police- 
man in the performance of his duty, 
until he is shown that a policeman has 
exceeded his authority. He~was re- 
ported to ‘be opposed to indiscriminate 
use of,the night stick and may take 
occasién early in his administration to 
Warn policemen to treat all citizens 
with courtesy. 

One of the first things that Mr. War- 
ren may be called upon to face is a 
determination of the charges that po- 
licemen and officers accepted bribes 
from Communist officials of the Fur 
Workers’ Union in the recent strike, 
which is about to be investigated. The 
investigators, it was said, will receive 
cooperation in every way from Mr. 
Warren. 

Mr. Warren is understood to have a 
keen sense of the possible effect of the 
success or failure of his. administra- 
tion of the Police: Department on the 
future political fortunes of Mayor 
Walker, his personal friend: This will 
furnish him an additional incentive to 
do his best to give a good administra- 
tion, and with this end in view he is 
reported to be determined that there 
shall be no let-up in the enforcement 
of the laws, no matter whom such en- 
forcement may hit. 


Club Gambling Raids Unlikely. 


So far as gambling raids on political 
clubs are concerned, there will prob- 
ably be none or few of ‘them in the 
near future. Mr. Warren, it was 
learned, has no intention of condoning 
commercialized gambling in political 
clubs, whether they are of Tammany 
or the Brooklyn Democratic organiza- 
tion, but probably will seek to stop it 
by indirect methods rather than by 
raids, as was the method of Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin. Under Mr. Warren it is ex- 
pected that the local political leader 
will be notified to expel professional 
gamblers from his clubhouse before 
the police go to the length of raiding 
it. If a leader should refuse to do his 
own house cleaning a raid may follow. 

Commissioner McLaughlin made ar- 
rangements during the day to have a 
conference with Mr. Warren on Mon- 
day. Just where this conference will 
take place has not been decided; but 
it probably will be somewhere at 
luncheon instead of at police’ head- 
quarters. 

Mr. McLaughlin announced that he 
would not make any. promotions to 
the two vacant captaincies or the 
five vacant Heutenancies, until he had 
talked with Mr. Warren. Neither will 
he make any assignments to vacan- 
cies in the Detective Bureau without 
the approval of his successor. In 
other words, there will be no trans- 
fers or other changes in the depart- 
ment such as marked the closing. days 
of the Enright Administration. 

Mr; McLaughlin, however, said he 
expected. to make a decision in the 
case of former Police Captain Joseph 
Bannon, ‘once commander of the 
Brooklyn Avenue station, before leav- 
ing office. _Captain Bannon _ has: been 
under suspension since Sept. 10, 1926. 
He was charged ‘with failing to pre- 
vent or discover..the passage of sus- 
picious trucks through his precinct 
early on the morning of May 20, 1926. 
He was tried by Deputy Commissioner 
Edward D; Kelly and the case has 
been hanging fire ever since. Mr. 
McLaughlin said the papers in the 
case were now: at. hand and that he 
expected to make a decision* soon. 


May Pick Four Deputies. 


It ‘was - learned yesterday that Mr. 
Warren might be called upon to ap- 
point four Deputy Commissioners soon 
after taking office. Fourth Deputy 
Commissioner Kelly and Fifth Deputy 
Commissioner Moran have resigned, 
the Jatter to: become chief accountant 
of the department, and the office of 
Third I y Commissioner is vacant.

Mr. Mahistedt was also head of the 
Holler Ice .Manufacturing Company, 
Northeastern Lumbermen’s © Associa- 
tion, New Rochelle Realty Company 
and Forest Heights Improvement 
Company; was a director of the Mahl- 
stedt-Steen Securities Corporation, 
North Avenue Bank of New Rochelle 
and New Rochelle Trust Company and 
was Vice President of the Standard 
Improvement Company. He recently 
was appointed a member of the New 
Rochelle Board of Education. 

During the war, in addition to turn- 
ing the facilities of his company over 
to the Government, he was in charge 
of the contract for the erection of the 
Pelham Bay Naval Training Station 
at City Island. 

He was a member of the New York 
Athletic Club, Larchmont Yacht Club, 
New Rochelle Yacht Club, Westchester 
Biltmore Country Club, Wykagy] Coun- 
try Club; Elks, Masonic Order, New 
Rochelle Rotary, Club’ and local or- 
ganizations.

Attack Laid to Reprisal for 
Police Chief’s Arrest or. 
to Hijackers. 


SIGNS OF A NEW RUM ROW 


Reeves Finds Smugglers Getting 
Ready ‘on First Day of Enforce- 
ment Reorganization. 


The first day of enforcement under 

the reorganization of the prohibition 
unit, which became effective through- 
out the country yesterday, was marked 
by occurrences indicating. a renewed 
boldness on the part of rum-runners 
both afloat and ashore. 
‘ Near South Amboy, N. J., Colonel Ira 
L. Reeves, New..Jersey’s Prohibition 
Adminisfrator, and a squad of about 
twenty customs and prohibition agents 
were attacked by alleged hijackers, 
who were routed after a pistol battle. 

Later Colonel Reeves said. that Rum 
Row was active again and many at- 
tempts had been made to land liquor 
from beyond the twelve-mile limit. 
Government control of denatured alco- 
hol, he declared, seemed to have forced 
the bootleggers back into the rum-run- 
ning and smuggling activities of more 
than two years ago, and‘as a result 
“Rum Row is taking.on a new lease of 
life.” This contradicts a recent state- 
ment by Brig. Gen. Lincoln ‘C. An- 
drews, Assistant ' Secretary of the 
Treasury, who de-lared that Rum Row 
no longer existed, either in the Atlan- 
tic or Pacific Ocean. 

Other developments yesterday in- 
cluded the taking into temporary cus- 
tody of the Town Constable of Rah- 
Way, N. J., by a Federal raiding squad 
when he refused to recognize their cre- 
dentials, the arrest of three men in a 
farmhouse on Old Bridge Road, near 
South Amboy; the release in Manhat- 
tan of thirty men; comprising the crews 
of tyo rum-running vessels, and a re- 
fusal by Prohibition Administrator 
Mills to discuss the reorganization of 
the prohibition unit. This was taken 
to mean that greater silence is a part 
of the revised policy of his department. 


Bootleg Reprisal Seen. 


The alleged hijackers’ attack is be- 
lieved by Colonel Reeves and his chief 
aide, Lieutenant Walter Brown, to 
have been an attempt to “get” them 
for their recent seizures of liquor said 
to have been landed at Perth Amboy 
from the seized rumship Kilmarnock, 
which is alleged to be one of several 


vessels owned and operated by a big 
liquor syndicate. United States Attor- 
ney Walter Winne of Newark said yes- 
terday that, as a result of the day’s 
activities he expected to be able to go 
before the Federal Grand Jury not 
later than next Wednesday with evi- 
dence against the rum ring. 

The alleged hijackers, according to 
Lieutenant Brown, opened fire on the 
Federal men just after they had raided 
the old farmhouse and seized 400 cases 
of Scotch whisky. The seized liquor 
was being transported to Newark 
when an automobile drove up while 
the raiders were still in front of the 
farmhouse with their two army trucks 
of contraband. Five men in the auto- 
mobile, the. raiders said, fired upon 
them. They jumped behind their 
trucks and returned the fire, finally 
routing their attackers. 


Attackers Sought Col. Reeves. 


We have learned that the men in 
the attacking party had asked where 
they could find Colonel Reeves and 
me,” said Lieutenant Brown. ‘I 
think they were looking for me be- 
cause I had Chief of Police George 
Gross of Sayreville, N. J., arrested a 
day or so ago when he attempted to 
interfere with a raid in Sayreville and 
threatened Agent Stanley Mahoney 
with his revolver.” 

Chief Gross, who has been suspended 
and is under investigation, is at liberty 
under $5,000 bail charged with inter- 
fering with Federal officers in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

Twenty-two members of the crew of 
the Donetta, a British vessel seized 
last year for alleged rum-running, and 
eight men comprising the crew of the 
schooner Franklin Lioyd, séized soon 
after the Donetta, were discharged 
yesterday by United States Commis- 
sioner Cotter in the Federal Building. 

Louis Halle, attorney for the Do- 
netta’s crew, told Commissioner Cot- 
ter that recent decisions of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals oe 
held that when-a ship was seized be- 
yond the twelve-mile limit the crew 
was entitled to complete exoneration of 
charges of violation of the national 
prohibition law. Mr. Cotter held the 
same opinion. 





MELLON RESTRICTS 
HAYNES'S AUTHORITY 


Treasury Order Takes Approval 
of Appointments From New 
Dry Commissioner. 


OFFICIALS LOOK FOR CLASH 


General Andrews Declares That 
Enforcement Will Continue 
Along Present Lines.

WASHINGTON, April -Ll-A new 


Treasury order restricting the author- 
ity’ of Roy A. Haynes, Acting Com- 
missioner. of Prohibition and requiring 
him to confer with Mellon 
or Assistant Secretary Andrews, or 
both, before issuing any orders inyolv- 
ing questions of policy, personnel or 
regulations with respect’ to dry law 
administration was drafted. today and 
will be issued later in the week. 

It is’ already’a ‘matter’ of ‘speculation 
whether this — will be énforced in 
such a’ way as to lead to conflict be- 
tween Mr. Haynes and his superior 
officers in the Treasury. In the weed- 
ing-out process that'is now going on 
in the prohibition service it is under- 
stood to be the hope of the Anti-Saloon 
League, of which Mr. Haynes is a 
member, to fill vacancies with men 
who are deemed to be more in sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the league 
than those who have been’ chogen in 
the past few years by General An- 
drews. 

The new Treasury order specifically 
provides that no appointments shall be 
made ‘without the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury.” It is 
around this provision that officials 
here who look for trouble between Mr. 
Haynes and the Mellon Administration 
believe the first clash may come. 

Treasury officials, General Andrews 
among them, denied that the order was 
designed to “hamstring” or otherwise 
limit the powers of Acting Commis- 
sioner Haynes. They pointed out that 
the law itself vests all the duties of 
enforcing prohibition in the head of 
the de ent. 

Mr. ynes was inducted into office 
today and General Andrews was pres- 
ent to wish him well. 

General Andrews said that enforve- 
ment would continue along present 
lines and that no new policies were 
under consideration. He indicated that 
he did not look for an extensive turn- 
over in personnel. Changes. now being 
made, he said, were largely a matter 
of readjustment to meet the standards 
— by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. 

A note of warning. was voiced by 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, As- 
sistant Attorney General in charge of 
Prohibition Enforcement, that the new 
prohibition act may not work out as 
well as its framers believed it would. 
She expressed the fear that transfer of 
authority from the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue might cause an 
evasion of centralized authority. She 
declared that new legislation was not 
needed to give more effect to the law. 

“This new law looks to me much 
like an effort to legislate about per- 
sonalities,”” she said. ‘That is never 
a justifiable position for lawyers or 
legislators to take. I certainly see no 
benefit from the ‘law in its present 
form, and can see in it the possibility 
of harm.”’

1 ~ much attention to it, but carried 
it to the basement of the sr tage and 
handed it to the fireman, who, I sup- 
pose, threw it in the furnace. 

“To my mind that bundle contained 
papers. As I recall it, that’s what it 
felt like to me. Mr. Platt did fot give 
me orders to burn it. He just handed 
it to me and told me to get rid of it. 
If I was put under oath on the witness 
stand I could tell nothing further than 
what I have told. I ow nothing 
about any bloodstained clothing, and 
I don’t believe that the bundle which 
was entrusted to me contained cloth- 
ing stained or otherwise.”

Sigrid Onegin and Musical Art

The first concert of German Youth 
in America was held at Aeolian Halli

The cost of labor 
and building materials, morevyore, is 
close to prohibitive, and the English 
construction” companies, in addition, 
operate much more slowly than do the 
American companies.”

CROP REPORTS FAVORABLE 


Buying of Corn by Local Profes- 
sionals Brings a Firm Undertone 
to the Grain.

CHICAGO, April 1.—A bearish con- 
struction placed on private estimates 
on the Winter wheat crop led to gen- 
eral selling of futures and a break of 
% to 1% cents early. The market 
quickly developed an oversold condi- 
tion, and with general short covering 
later on reports of large export sales 
the finish was at the top, with prices 
unchanged to % cents higher, with 
September leading. Bulk of the selling 
early was of a local character and it 
took relatively little buying to turn the 
market. 

Holders of bids took hold freely on 
the break to around the low point, 
and those who hedged their sales were 
forced to protect themselves on the 
way up. A condition of 86.2 was sug- 
gested by an average of the four re- 
ports, compared with 81.8 for De- 
cember, 84.1 in April last year and a 
ten-year average of 79.8, while the 
crop was placed at around: 582,000,000 
bushels, or 10,000,000 bushels more than 
suggested at this time a year ago, and 
a harvest of 627,000,000 bushels. 

Primary arrivals today were 628,000 
bushels; week ago, 540,000 bushels; 
last year, holiday: Shipments were 
511,000 bushels; week ago, 469,000 
bushels. 

Buying of corn credited to the cover- 
ing of a good-sized line by a local 
professionel gave the market a rela- 
tively firm undertone throughout the 
day, and the close was \% to % cent 
higher.

URGES NEW TENEMENT LAW. 


Merchants’ Association Tells Smith 
of Need for Revision. 

Appointment of a commission. to re- 
vise the Tenement ‘House law was 
urged yesterday by the Merchants’ As- 
sociation in a letter to Govertor Smith, 
before whom a bill providing for. such 
a commission is pending. ‘The letter, 
which was. signed by Lucius R. Hast- 
man, President, read in part: 

“A full generation has passed since 
the original Tenement House law. was 
enacted. During that time methods of 
constructing buildings and methods of 
living have both changed radically. 
The law, by comparison at least, has 
changed so slowly that today many 
of its provisions are not merely obso- 
lete but actually impose hardships, not 


only where they were intended to 
protection but also in quartera to which 
they were not intended to apply at the 
time of original enactment. 

“@ thorough revision of this law by 
a commission, competent — reason of 
knowledge ofthe subject and vision 
in handling it, can insure better. liv- 
ing sonditiods in accordance with mod- 
ern, sound and at the same time more 
economical methods of sanitation and 
building technique, and thereby fur- 
ther the original purpose of the law.’’

Yes- 
terday he carried the story down to 
the actual reorganization on May 13, 
1921, when the new régime assumed 
control.

Mr. Dillon would not 
commit himself until the claims of 
Goodyear’s merchandise creditors had 
been unscrambled and he had learned 
how far the rubber: — had gone 
into debt. 


Seiberling Persistent, 


All this time, Mr. Swaine said, the 
creditors were clamoring for pay- 
ments, the company was. ‘‘stalling’’ 
and Mr, Seiberling and a cousin, Fran- 
cis Seiberling, general counsel for the 
Goodyear company, were pressing Mr. 
Dillon to commit himself to take up 
the bonds. One letter from Pyesident 
Seiberling to Mr. Swaine, dated March 
25, 1921, said: “The delay is having a 
very serious effect upon the morale 
of our organization, not. to speak of 
the danger of. creditors suing any 
day.”’. Another letter, dated April 16, 
said: “The delay in putting through 
the program is certainly trying, and 
may be embarrassing.” 

At this very time, Mr. Swainé testi- 
fied, Mr. Dillon’s financial plan in- 
eluded debenture bonds: with a call 
raté of 120 and with stock warrants 
attached, both of which features have 
been subjects of discussion in the pres- 
ent hearings. Both these features were 
known to the Seiberlings, said Mr. 
Swaine; both were tpart of the plan 
which they were begging Mr. Dillon 
to carry out, 


Bankers Against Plan. 


Right up to the day of the reorgani- 
zation, Mr. Swaine asserted, the finan- 
cial plan encountered difficulties. The 
$27,500,000 of ‘debentures in particular, 
he ‘said, were opposed by. bank cred- 
itors. 


“The banks. could not see this busi- 
ness. of buying debentures in a com- 
pany which had not paid the debt that 
it owed them. and which had millions 

n millions of dollars of claims,”’ 
r. Swaine explained. ‘‘That was par- 
ticularly true of smaller banks out 
over the. country.” 

Efforts made at. the eleventh hour to 
get Dillon, Read & Co. to take part of 
the debentures were unsuccessful, he 
said, and this caused acrimony. “He 
added: 

I remember Mr. Dillon saying very 
sharply at one time that that was no 
part of his job, and that he never

“Nobody forced ‘ the Goodyear com- 
pany to accept the plan except the cir- 
cumstances that the company faced,” 
Mr. Swaine ‘said, flatly denying the 
stockholders’ ‘charge that Mr.’ Dillon 
and his associates had conspired to 
force its acceptance. ‘I do. not be- 
lieve there was any dissent by any- 
body from the‘ proposition ‘that ' this 
scheme was the only one that tould 
be consummated.” . 

Mr. Swaine -also denied the - stock- 
holders’; charge that Mr. Dillon and 
Mr. Sherwin’ tad “practically con- 
trolled” the rubber company ‘since Jan- 
uary, 1921, and had dictated its policy 
while its financial reorganization was 
being worked out. ‘I know of no pos- 
sible basis for’ any such statement,” 
he asserted. 

The hearings will, be continued on 
Monday morning, with Mr. Swaine 
again on the stand.-
